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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The instant application 10/699223 has a total of 12 claims pending. There are 2 
independent claims and 9 dependent claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The claim to disqualification of the prior art under 35 USC § 103(c)(1) is 
accepted, and the rejections are hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

3. With respect to claim 1 . the claim limitations are deemed allowable over the 
prior art of record as the prior art neither anticipates nor renders obvious at least the 
combination with the inclusion in the claims of "said super self-refresh control circuit 
being contained within said RAM control section" (lines 5-6). Support for this limitation 
may be found in Fig. 1 of applicant's drawings, where the super self-refresh control 
circuit 9 is contained within the RAM control logic 209. 

4. Claims 2-6 are allowed by virtue of their dependency on claini 1 . 

5. With respect to claim 7 , the claim limitations are deemed allowable over the 
prior art of record as the prior art neither anticipates nor renders obvious at least the 
combination with the inclusion in the claims of "said address generating section being 
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contained within said BIST controller" (line 9). Support for this limitation may be found 
in Fig. 12 of applicant's drawings and paragraph 0183 (page 31) of applicant's 
specification, where "the BIST controller 6" comprises... the address generator 12." 

6. Claims 8-12 are allowed by virtue of their dependency on claim 7.
